9. to see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 
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10. To authorize the tax collector to give two per 
cent cash discount on all property and personal taxes for 
payments made on or before July 31st of year due. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necesary to improve Town cemeteries. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $32.00 for the Monadnock Region Asso- 
ciation. 


13. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen 
to sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax collector’s deeds.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as super- 
intendent of your school. 

We had one change in our faculty this year. Mrs. 
Brown resigned to accept a position in Marlboro, which 
would be more convenient to her home. Her place has been 
filled by Mr. Abbott, a resident of North Charlestown, and 
a teacher of many years of successful teaching experience. 
He is a graduate of Boston University and has taken work 
at several teachers colleges and other schools. 


Our enrollment has declined somewhat this year due 
to the moving away of several families. This has helped 
overcome the crowded condition in the school. Last fall 
it was found convenient to again split the fourth grade 
and put some of the pupils in the grammar room. This 
arrangement allows all the children to have more of the 
teachers’ time as there isn’t the great difference in en- 
rollments between the two rooms. 


We have been able to replace some of the older texts 
with more up-to-date material. It is hoped that eventually 
all the books: will be of recent date. This has to be ac- 
complished a little at a time to avoid an excessive cost for 
any one year. There is need for a change in the social 
studies books, and in the English books. Both teachers at- 
tended a workshop in the social studies, conducted under 
the auspices of the State Board of Education during the 
first week of January, and helped to prepare a new course 
of studies for this field. The last revision in this subject 
was made in the early “thirties.” 


It is impossible to estimate what the amount of state 
aid to the schools will be at this time. A new Educational 
Program has been presented to the legislature. There has 
been considerable sentiment expressed in some quarters 
that the portion of school money paid by the state would 
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have to be reduced. This would mean that towns like Mar- 
low would have to raise a greater proportion of the money 
themselves. The budget this year is twelve and one-half 
per cent higher than the one appropriated last year. This 
compares favorably with other communities. The average 
amount of increase will probably be nearly twenty per 
cent for most towns. The three factors which influence 
most of the increase are salaries, transportation and tui- 
tion. The amount to be raised by taxation will be greater 
than twelve per cent due to the fact that last year we 
could see a possible balance of one thousand dollars. This 
year it is entirely possible that the sum raised last March 
will not be quite enough to cover our needs. However, we 
have decided to go through the year and see if we can 
make the present appropriation cover the school costs. 


You will notice from the balance sheet of the school 
board’s report that there was a deficit last June. This was 
caused by a misunderstanding between the selectmen and 
the former school board over the correct amount of an 
appropriation made several years ago. The amount certi- 
fied to the State Tax Commission was greater than the 
amount voted at the annual meeting for that year. Con- 
sequently, the school board used the larger figure in their 
calculations. An audit by the State Tax Commission 
showed the lesser figure to be correct, and so the school 
board’s estimate for last June 30th was a few hundred 
dollars short of the actual amount. This means that they 
were not able to put as large an amount in the “Water 
Fund” as they had hoped. 


The school board has studied several possibilities for 
obtaining water for the school during the past year. The 
committee is now getting estimates on the cost of piping 
the water from the present well on town property to the 
school house. Permission has been granted to cross private 
property to carry out this project. The plan seems to be 
the best of several studied. It is hoped to be able to start 
work on this job early in the spring, providing a sufficient 
sum of money is available. At the present time it is costing 
the district a considerable sum to have the water brought 
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to the school. This amount, alone, would pay for an in- 
stallation over a very short period of time.
